Tennyson's first thin volume, contain- 
ing also his brother's poems, which 
must have been published for not more 
than a dollar and a half, I saw sold the 
other day for only a trifle short of for- 
ty dollars. " First editions" are e-pe 
daily stimulative to price-, a- t here arc 
so many Collectors who pride them- 
selves on their possessions in this line. 
The editions, however, must be of 
books and authors themselves highly 
e-tcemed. Their value rests on the 
fact that, having JoriL' been out of print, 
they are positively unprociirabl' 
eep't by the, rare accident which the 
book auction occasionally affords. An 
uncut Copy of a first edition or book 
has extra value for it bears its own evi- 
dence that no bookbinder has cut down 
the margin. 

It is surprising to see how dingy and 
apparently worthless some of the rare 
books are that bring high prices. If 
you do not know the special charm 
bestowed on the air to the ini- 
tiated by one of these suspicious vol- 
< you can not rate it 
highly. You would give more for a 
gift-edge modern book that, has just 
bed it, and was sold for tvventy- 
nls. Lut now the coveted prize 
is announced, and, lo ! it goes up to, 
perhaps, eighty-five or one hundred 
dollars.

Limited 
editions and large paper copies are 
specified, and if the book is a dateless 
one, as many, I am sorry to say, unfort- 
unately and ridiculously are, the italic 
letters/'. Si. are appended. The- 

ther cabalistic marks by which 
the initiated understand what, features 
the book lacks or possesses. Sometimes 
a paragraph of commendation, fri 
ooently a quotation from some author 
who has been delighted by the volume 

or author, is appended to this «|, 
tion. 

If the book has an autograph on the 
fly-leaf, or is a presentation copy, or if 
pictures are inserted, the particular 
circumstance is noted. Equally ex- 
plicit also aw the notifications of bind- 

I of any iumerfcetions whatever, 
such AS a tO« title page, B broken cov- 
er, missing leave, etc. The catalogue, 
in fact, equips you as well as it ■ 
know what you are buying. Hut the 
firm does still more than that; it 
spreads the volumes out on long tables 
for a day or two aretioos to the sale, 
B/here you arc at liberty to look them 
nd carefully insped them. And 
this is a thing that the regular hubitttt 
of flu- auction is p r etty sure to do. 

The catalogues of sale- are sent out 
in advance to booksellers, book collect- 
ors and private buyers ; and when 
oris can not at lend personally 
end in bids to the auctioneer 
OOM "ne of the buyers present. 
The booksellers send one ol their 
clerks usually to buy. Some of the 
quite small boys connected with book- 
let the routine of auction pro- 
cedure in their heads rapidly, and buy 
with great discernment and SO 
If the catalogue is very ei 
voluminous it is not distributed free, 
except to a few very extensive buyers. 
To all others it is sold at either fifty 
• r a dollar usually. V'ou can, 
however, borrow one for the session 
you attend, Hut if you buy one, and 
while attending the sale mark on its 
margin the price ol each volume as it 
I, you will greatly enhance its 
value. For a priced catalogue of an 
important, sale h itself an im- 

portant book, and is often sold at a 
high price, where the library it re- 
crits is one of great value and in- 
terest. If there is a famous book 
named in a catalogue, like the I; 
Bible or (tone nd curious black- 

letter l>ook, the high price that a pre- 
vious copy brought, or that QuerUoh
